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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1 -22 in the reply filed on 5/1 6/2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 23-32 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention Group II, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 5/16/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 -3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by James 
Albert L. (US 3,175,026). 

As applied to claim 1 , James discloses a method of manufacturing media 
reference surfaces for use in a flexible providing data storage card comprising: 
providing a metal sheet (6, Fig. 1) having a first side and a second side, at least one 
side having an optically smooth surface characterized by an average surface roughness 
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not greater than 8 micro-inch (column 7 lines 53-55); and processing the metal sheet 
into a plurality of media reference surfaces, each media reference surface characterized 
by having at least one curved edge adjacent the optically smooth surface (see column 
3, lines 34-59); wherein the step of processing the metal sheet is characterized by an 
absence of hand polishing such as used highly polished no hand polishing (see column 
3, lines 21-25). 

As applied to claims 2 and 3, James discloses providing a metal sheet includes 
providing a metal sheet wherein the optically smooth surface is characterized by an 
average surface roughness not greater than 4 micro-inch (column 7, lines 47-48). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over James 
Albert L 

Regarding to claim 4, It would have been matter engineering design to choose 
any desired an average surface roughness not greater than 1 micro-inch, since 
applicants have not that the claimed specific surface roughness, solves any stated 
problem or is for any particular purpose and it appears that the invention would perform 
well with a surface roughness applied art above.
